AVING long been earneſtly engaged in the 


— — 


ſtudy of mathematical ſcience, and being 
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fond of riding, two purſuits uſually thought incom- 
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patible, I have been enabled, by means of this ſin- 
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gular 
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gular union, to ſtrike out ſome important diſco- 
veries in both branches. The mathematical im- 
provements in riding will, I hope, deſerve a place 
in the Annals of Horſemanſhip: my equeſtrian diſ- 
coveries in mathematics you muſt permit me to 
reſerve for the Ladies Diary. 

My love for equeſtrian agitation is, I believe, 
more general than that of any other perſon; for 
whatever ſatisfaction may be uſually experienced 
by riders while they continue on the backs of their 
horſes, I have never yet met with or been in- 
formed of one, who received any ſenſible delight 
from the circumſtance of being violently projected 
from the ſaddle. But here, Sir, from my paſſionate 
fondneſs for the mathematics, I enjoy a manifeſt 
advantage. From the concuſſions, repercuſſions, 
and every other kind of compound motion which 
can be generated conſiſtently with the due ſupport 
of the centre of gravity, I enjoy, I will venture to 
ſay, at leaſt as much ſatisfaction as any other 
rider : and at the time of being thrown off, or, in

The firſt equeſtrian problem that I ever ſet my- 
ſelf to diſcover was this ; 3 © When by pulling the 
reins you prevent a horſe from falling, where is 
the fulcrum or prop ?---and how is the horſe's 
centre of gravity prevented from being thrown 
beyond the baſe of his legs?” I will not trouble 


you now with the particulars of this difficult in-

greatly to the honour of demipique ſaddles; which, 
accordingly, in the Mathematical Elements of 
Riding, that I mean hereafter to publiſh, I ſhall 
recommend very ſtrongly in a Corollary: 

A learned Student in Mathematics has long 


publiſhed his ability and deſire to conſtruct breeches 


upon geometrical principles“. 


Mr. Nunn is certainly ingenious, and his 


breeches, a few ſalient angles excepted, admirable;

flimſy 
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flimſy leather of breeches require geometrical cut- 
ting, how much more neceſſary muſt it be to the 
tough hide which forms the bridle? and to what 
purpoſe will the geometry in the breeches operate, 
if the ſaddle, by which they are to be ſupported, 
and whoſe ſuperfices they are to touch in as many 
points as poſlible, he formed ungeometrically 2? But 
I forbear to expatiate on a matter as plain as an 
axiom of Euclid; truſting, that whoever can 
perceive the utility of geometrical breeches, will 
readily argue, 2 fortiori, to the abſolute neceſſity 
of geometrical ſaddles and bridles. 
Purſuing my principles, I have demonſtrated 
_ what is the right line to be drawn by the mathe- 
matical rider in every difficult ſituation. In aſcend- 
ing a horſe's back, at what angle to extend the 
moveable leg, while the fixed one 1s reſted in the 
ſtirrup : in leaping, how to regulate the oſcillation, 
or balancing, of the body, by attending carefully 
to that fundamental point which is your centre 
of motion: in ſtarting, how to diſpoſe of the 


ſuperfluous 
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ſuperfluous momentum, and thereÞBy to preſerve in 
full force the attraction of coheſion between rump 
and ſaddle : in rearing, at what angle, formed by 
the horſe's back with the plane of the horizon, it. 


is moſt adviſable to ſlide down over his tail; 


which, I maintain, is the only expedient that can 
be practiſed with a mathematical certainty of 
being ſafe : theſe, and many other important ſe- 


crets, I am ready, at any time when called upon, 


to communicate. One I cannot even now with- 


hold, which is this: that there is no good or truly 


geometrical riding, unleſs the legs be extended 
perfectly in ſtraight lines, ſo as to form tangents 
to the cylindrical ſurface of the horſe's body : in 
a word, to reſemble, as much as poſſible, a pair of 
compaſſes ſet aſtride upon a teleſcope ; which I 
conceive to be the perfect model of mathematical 
riding. 0 

But beſides this application of pure geometry, 


it has often ſtruck me, that too little uſe is made, 


in riding, of the principles of mixed mathematics. 
| Conſider 
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Conſider, Mr, Gambado, the ſix mechanical powers! 
the lever, the wheel and axle, the pulley, the inclined 
plane, the wedpe, and the ſcrew; and reflect with 
what advantage all theſe may be applied to the 
uſes of Horſemanſhip. By means of a Jeder, 
having an elevated fulcrum raiſed on the pommel 
of the ſaddle, an entire ſtop might be put to ihe 
practice of falling; except where the praCti- 
tioner ſhould voluntarily take a tumble, for the 
expreſs purpoſe of ſtudying the Parabola, or Hip- 
popiptic Curve. The wheel and axle is already 
applied in the uſe of horſes, though not in any 
branch of Horſemanſhip, except the driving of 
poſt-chaiſes ; but is alſo found fo efficacious in 
preventing falls, that where a horſe has been uſed 
to that aſſiſtance, it is not reckoned ſafe to ride 
him without, The application of the wedge might, 
undoubtedly, very materially improve the art of 
_ figging. The ſcrew might, with advantage, be 
applied to the direction of the horſes head with 
more exactneſs, and conſequently enable the rider 

I to 
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to guide his courſe with mathematical accuracy. 
The inclined plane might happily be introduced to 
facilitate the backward flide of the rider at the 
time of rearing, as above mentioned. And a 
ſyſtem of pullies, in the nature of Mr. Smeaton's, 
by giving the rider a force equal to the action of 
many thouſand pounds weight, might for ever put 
an end to the dangerous vice of running away. 

a By the uſe of the principles of aſtronomy, I 
have invented a mode of taking the exact altitude 


of any horſe, at two obſervations; and am at pre- 
ſent at work on a Hippodromometer , to aſcertain 
the velocity of his courſe in the very act of 
riding. 

But while I boaſt, and, I truſt, with reaſon, of 
theſe diſcoveries, I muſt candidly confeſs that a 
rigorous attention to theory has ſometimes be- 
trayed me into practical errors. When my horſe 


has been pulling earneſtly one way, my own in-

tention 
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tention being at the ſame time to go another, I 
have pulled ſtrongly at right angles to the line of 
his courſe; expeCting, from the laws of compound 
motion, that we ſhould then proceed, neither in 
the line of his effort nor of my pull, but in an 
intermediate one, which would be the diagonal of 
the parallelogram, of which our forces were as the 
ſides ; but have always found that this method 
produced a rotatory inſtead of a rectilinear motion. 
When a horſe has run away, I have, to avoid the 
_ waſte of force in my own arms, calculated the ne- 
ceſſary diminution of it in his legs; but, unfortu- 
nately, eſtimating it as the ſquares of the diſtances 
multiplied into the times, I was frequently daſhed 
againſt walls, pitched over gates, and plunged into 
ponds, before I diſcovered that it 1s not as the 
ſquares of the times, but merely as the times. I 
mention theſe circumſtances by way of caution to 
other theoriſts ; not being at all diſcouraged my- 
ſelf by ſuch trifling failures, and hoping, by your 


aſſiſtance, to convince the world that no man can 
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ever become a perfect rider, unleſs he has firſt 
made — his * Vou _ 


ſo ſerious, and believe me to be, Sir with oreat

and eminence in the ſcience of Horſemanſhip,

London Riders, or Bagſters; who cut, or rather (as 
my Lord Cheſterfield will have it) make ſo ſmart 
a figure in a country town; for theſe gentlemen, I 
propoſe to point out and demonſtrate, from irrefra- 
gable principles, the handſomeſt manner of riding 
behind their bags, with the genteeleſt method of 
rolling, ſtrapping, and carrying their great coats. 
In a ſhort digreſſion, and a few marginal notes, I 
intend to drop ſome hints, inſtructing butchers in 
the ſmarteſt faſhion of carrying a tray, whether 
loaded or empty. | 

I ſhall likewiſe riſque a few thoughts reſpecting 
the theory and practice of the art of riding before 
a lady on a double horſe, vulgarly termed 2 /a 
gormagon, with ſome neceſſary inſtructions thereon ; 
a due attention to which matters has more than 
once tranſplanted a coachman from his box, or a 
footman from behind the coach, and placed him 
in the carriage by the ſide of his Miſtreſs.

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I propoſe alſo to devote part of my labours to 
the ſervice of the fair ſex, in compoſing a ſet of 
caſy rules for riding gracefully between a pair of 
panniers, and ſupporting a butter baſket in the moſt 
elegant ſtile; a chorough poſſeſſion of theſe at- 
trations may draw the attention of the fox-hunt- 
ing Squires, and poſſibly raiſe the Lady poſſeſſing 
them, to the dignity of Spouſe to his Worſhip the

That nothing may be wanting, I propoſe to 
appropriate a few pages to the art of fitting po- 
litely in carriages, with the moſt becoming attitudes 
adopted to each vehicle.

The betts were 2 to I, the 
field againſt Shakeſpear. 

Iſt. Heat. Shakeſpear took the lead, and ſup- 


ported 
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ported it at his uſual deep rate, thro” the furzes, to 
the top of Choakjade, with Looby in his quarters all 
the way ; but, in coming down the hill, he ran up to 
him, and they diſputed thelead every inch, to the three 
mile poſt, where Looby gain'd about half a length, 
and kept it, till they came over-againſt the Well Gap; 
but before they reach'd the diſtance poſt, it was impoſ- 
ſible to diſcern which was firſt, and they ran in fo 
cloſe together, that it could not be decided which 

won. Partner laid by, pull'd up, and walk'd in. 
2d. Heat. Partner made all the play for the firſt

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turf, who relied on the Godolphin blood, and the 
honeſty of the True Blues. Shakeſpear went away 
briſkly the 3d Heat, cloſely purſu'd by Partner, 
while Looby lay too far behind, to profeſs diſputing 
this heat, as he had bravely done the two firſt.

they prevail'd by turns; whilſt new wagers echoed 
from the Betting Gap and cords every moment. And 
now Shakeſpear having indulg'd a little pull, in order 
to have ſomething in hand at coming in, was thrown 
two lengths behind, and the other two continued 
cloſe together, ſtuck and cut every yard, when he 
made a looſe, as his laſt effort, and catch'd them 
within twenty yards of the ending poſt, dead run, and 
their riders almoſt exhauſted z when Partner broke 


down, and Looby yielded the victory, ſcarcely by 


half the head, and with it his life, for he died imme- 


diately after the heat. 

The weather is extremely fine, abundance of 
good company, and the battle was ſo equal, that the 
vanquiſh'd diſdain'd to mourn, and the victor refus'd

To Mr. GamBapo. 

SIR, C - 
FT HAVE long lamented that Riding ſhould be 

attended with ſuch expence ; and ſee no reaſon 
why many articles attending it, which coſt money, 
might not as well be diſpenſed with as not. If a 
Gentleman, when his Bills are brought in, is 
ſomewhat put to it, to pay for Hay and Corn 
(which, by the bye, are neceſlary, or his Horſes 
would be no better than Jack-Aſſes), why ſhould 
he be ſo very extravagant in the article of Lea- 
ther? Your Gentleman now-a-days, muſt have to 
his bridle, two head ſtalls, and two reins; to 
his ſaddle, two flaps on each ſide, two girths, a 
crupper or a breaſt -plate—perhaps both, not for- 


getting a martingale, with its appendages. I have 
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actually ſeen a young Cockader, about town, 
with a breaſt plate on his horſe, that threw his 
ſaddle forwards, merely to be taſty ; whilſt his 
Companion's nag, who ſlipt his girths, had a 
crupper on like a Dragoon's. But, Sir, theſe 
Chaps are not confined to their expenditure in 
leather—Only obſerve. the buckles and ſtuds, 
Ke. that ornament their trappings—Not a bridle, 
but would furniſh a dozen of knives and forks— 
nor a ſaddle that has not a tea-kettle and lamp 
upon i it. ET 
Our F orefathers never rode in this way, and 
I am happy that I foreſee a Revolution is at hand, 
It is needleſs to reprobate ſuch expence, as the 
Sadler s bill e . in tlie . 
along with it. 

Whether Adam, or Cain, or Abel ever fe: it 
does not appear; but they had Horſes, and Dogs, | 
and Foxes, and Hares; and why are we not to 
ſuppoſe that they went a hunting, and had 25 


good ſport as we have (nay, better: for they had 
no 
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no Huntſmen)? They muſt, however, have rode 
without ſaddles, it is pretty clear. 

I do not find that theſe ſuperfluities were held 
in much eſteem in the time of the Romans. Ra- 
phael, in his picture of Attila, at Rome, has 
treated us with a Hun or two, riding after the 
faſhion of their country, I ſuppoſe. The devil a 
bit of a bridle have they—nothing but a ſtrap 
round their Horſes neck, which they hold at each 
end with their hands. Nor are their Nags of the 
quieteſt either, but ſeem to be ſhowing their agility 
and caprioles to the beſt advantage. y no means 
ſuch Palfreys as either I, or you Mr. Gambado, 
would like. to beſtride without a bridle, and a 
good plain ſaddle too. 

One Stanurtius (a very learned old Author), 
tells us, that in his time, the Wild Iriſh (I don't 
underſtand how he diſtinguiſnes the Wild Iriſh) 
uſed to ride in a ſtrange way, but you muſt admit 


they had no bridles.

By this it appears to be very lucky, that cropping 
Horſes, was not then the faſhion, or they would 
have had but little command of them. The Wild 


Iriſh now, I am told, have reverſed the mode, and 


taken up the tail inſtead of the poor ears, which are 


neglected. | 
The Tartars of this day, Mr. Gambado, have no 
ſaddles, but ride upon a Beef Steak, or a lice of 
Horſe-fleſh: which, by that means, becomes ſuffi- 
ciently done for them to eat, by the time they have 
finiſh'd 
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Z finiſh'd their airing, What a delicious ſucceda- 
neum for a ſaddle; it anſwers two purpoſes at once. 
If a ſaddle ever anſwers a ſecond, it 1s, of galling 
you confounded ly. 

I have dropt a hint of a Revolution—and I ex- 
pet one. Let the Huns look to it; a ſucceſsful 
experiment of riding in their way, has lately been 
made in-my country ; but whether from motives of 


_ ceconomy, curioſity, or emulation, I am yet to learn. 


Mr. John Mann, a moſt eminent Taylor of Bury 


St. Edmunds, was one day obſerved to mount his 
horſe (which ſtood at the door of a Gentleman's 
houſe in the neighbourhood) when the bitt was out 


of his mouth, and, in that manner, to proceed rapidly 


towards home, M y Informant followed him from 
curioſity; and, from what he could obſerve, ſaw no 
alteration in his riding except that he reel'd a little 
at times, a circumſtance exceedingly natural; and 
although he had three turns to make to the right, 
and two to the left, to thread the needle through 
ſome Mackerel carts on the road, and a Water to 
pals 
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paſs; (where, by the bye, he let his horſe ſtop too 
long, and drink too much), yet he arrived ſafe and 
found at home. 
Now conſidering the five angles, the Mackerel 
| carts, and his not going over the bridge, which was 
the right way ; I queſtion but ſuch a performance 
might have puzzled one of Attila's fellows. 

As bridles begin to ſhake, ſo I may well fay, 
ſaddles totter. The Tartars muſt not think them- 
ſelves the only Moderns who ride without them. 
It was but two years ſince, at Aſcot Heath, that the 
thing was attempted and atchiev'd over the Courſe 
there. Two Gentlemen rode a match, and, won- 
derful as it appear'd to modern Britons, one was 
ſeen to arrive at the ending Poſt without his bridle, 
and the other without his ſaddle. The latter Gen- 
tleman had not even a Beef Steak to fit upon, 
nothing but a pair of corderoys between him and 
the Horſe's back, * ſaddle following him behind 


By theſe proficiencies then let us hope, Sir, we 


like a pillion.

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may knock off ſoon a very uſeleſs portion of ex- 
pence—overtake a Hun, and perhaps catch a Tartar.

SIR, 
F OU have, no doubt, heard of a d 5-ription of 
Natural Philoſophers, called Pigeon Fanciers, 


3 breed the bird of that name, and all its 


varieties. I was once, Sir, a member of this com- 


munity, till growing tir d of Pouters, Tumblers, 
Nuns, Croppers, Runts, &c. &c. I was reſolved to 
enlarge my ideas, by extending my reſearches, and 
abandoning the Bi ped, to obtain a cloſer acquaint- 
# ance with the Quadruped, I became. a Horſe Fan- 
5 . cier. Being fond of riding, and daily obſerving, in 
1 my airings to Brentford, a very great variety of 


18 


horſes, and a ſtill greater variety in their motions; 


I ſome years ſince, ſet about making a collection 1 


of 
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bf ſuch as were ſingular, and eccentric in their 
ſhapes and actions, and flatter myſelf no private 
muſeum can have boaſted of a more admirable 
variety, than I have poſſeſſed. I mean ſome day or 
other to claſs them, and by ſo doing, think I 
ſhall be able to convince the Naturaliſts, that, 


from their form and performances, many horſes 


are allied to the cow, and ſome to the hog kind. 


In the mean time, I ſhall juſt mention to you a 


few varieties of this ſame animal, which I have 


had in my poſſeſſion ; ; and which may, perhaps, 


afford you an hour or two's amuſement and 


reflection. 


I luckily pick'd up a end by his 
throwing me down on the ſmootheſt part of the 


graſs, in Hyde Park. I had heard of this de- 


ſcription of horſe frequently, but could not believe 


the accounts of it, till I found it verified, by expe- 
| Tl riencing his accompliſhments myſelf, - It ſeems 1 
5 problem difficult to ſolve, how a horſe can put 


5 forward his fore legs, without bending a joint of 
Y them, 
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them, or, how he can meet with an impediment 
to throw him down upon ground perfectly ſmooth! 
but fo it is. The Daiſey- cutter is admirably 
eaſy in his motion, and having once made the 
experiment, upon, and from his back, I am per- 
fectly ſatisfied, and now keep him for my wife's 

own riding. TT | 
Of this variety, there is ſtill a variety: this 
horſe I likewiſe poſſeſs, and keep as a curioſity. 
I imagine he muſt come from ſome diſtant coun- 
try, although he is nick'd after the Engliſh faſhion ; 
for I cannot get any native to ride him twice.— 
I have tried a Frenchman with no better ſucceſs. 
All declining a ſecond attempt. This animal re- 
ſembles the Daiſey- cutter perfectly in the uſe of 
his fore legs: but, inſtead of carrying his head and 
neck horizontally, like him, they are raiſed ſo high, 
that his ears are in a perpendicular line with the 
pommel of the ſaddle, and his eyes always fix' d on 
the heavens. His fore parts, when in motion, by 
this means, much reſemble a double fiſh-hook, or 
= an 
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an anchor, as thus and I therefore 
propoſe to claſs him under one of theſe denomina- 
tions. 

The Threatener is another of this ſpecies that 
ought not to be forgot, and indeed he ſeldom is 
by any one who has once poſſeſs d him. By the 
Threatener, Man himſelf, the Lord of the Crea- 
tion, who ſubdues all the animals that range the 


foreſt, is himſelf kept in fear and trepidation. 


This ingenious animal has the ſagacity at every 


ſtep to threaten the fracture of his rider's neck; 


probably with a view to diſcourage and even abo- 


liſh the cuſtom of riding in general: and at the 


ſame time the good ſenſe not to fall quite down, leſt 
he ſhould accidentally break his own: As amongſt 


pigeons, ſo amongſt horſes, there are Tumblers. 
The feat is, however, performed differently, and 


varies conſiderably in its effects on the performers. 


As the pigeon executes this without any thing on 


its back; ſo the horle ſeldom atchieves it, without 
ſomebody 
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ſomebody upon his. To the latter therefore we 


muſt give the greateſt ſhare of merit, who ventures 


to perform upon a hard road what the other does 


only in the air, without even a cloud to bruſh 


againſt, The one preferring, it ſeems, the Milky, 
and the other the Highway. 


Amongſt horſes I have never diſcovereda Pouter; 


but I have had a fine Puffer *. The noiſe he made, 


however, and particularly when at his buſineſs, was 
not pleaſant; and I let a neighbour have him 
cheap, who had a good three-ſtall muſeum, and a 
very heavy vehicle to draw; ſo that in all weathers 
he might enjoy the entertainment of his very ex- 
traordinary qualifications. 

It is well known that there is a horſe that is a 
Carrier, ſo is there a pigeon likewiſe. But as it 


may not be known to every one, I muſt inform

you, Sir, that, from very long obſervation, I find 


the pigeon 18 the moſt expeditious of the two. 

I am at this moment, Sir, in poſſeſſion of a horſe 
that has a Noſe, if. L 1 may ſo call the ſenſe of ſmell- 
ing in a high degree: : I do not perceive that he 


often hits upon game as the dog does, but he 
makes for a ſtable door with great avidity; nay, ſo 


certain is he of diſcovering where victuals and 


drink are to be had, that it is with the utmoſt 


difficulty I can get him to paſs a fign-poſt ; - and it 


requires no ſmall exertion of arms and legs to 


prevent his running into every alehouſe on the 


road with me. Theſe are evident ſigns of a very 
fine noſe : it is a little inconvenient, to be ſure, 
particularly if one is in haſte; but the qualification 
is ſingular. This variety I ſhall call The Setter, 
both from his poſſeſſing the faculties of the dog ſo 


called, and from his proneneſs to ſet Jown his load 
wherever entertainment for man and horſe are to 


be found. 1 ſhall not at preſent enter into more 


varieties, but Piſipont my communications to
